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EDITORIAL: 


Once again this Bulletin is late in publication’ due 
to the fact of an exceptional season in this area with the 
possibility of six tons plus per hundred hives. I have just 
received a copy of the minutes from our Secretary, so one would 
conclude that the Taupo area may be doing even better, and our 
Secretary has been very busy attempting to keep up with the 
Apiary work. 


This huge crop could cause some problems as far as 
honey packers are concerned due to the fact that there is 
apparently a slight decrease in demand on the overseas marke ~ 
which will result in a lower price being paid for honey. “e 
cre therefore in a position, a; honey packers, where it is 
necessary to purchase honey anc porhaps pay a higher price 
than is really necessary or war :anted, unless all packers are 
prepared to hold the price and lave a carry-over in areas 
‘here there is a large crop of honey. Unless this is done we 
will be back on the old merry-go-round treadmill and this 
will be to our own detriment. 


As reported at our Annual Meeting at Rotorua, 
Plastic Products have a 500 gram container available at 
4.98 cents each plus freight and packaging. This is an 
extremely good price which will be available only to the New 
Zealand Honey Packers Association members, and is on the 
condition of a total run of 200,000 pottles divided into 
minimum runs per design of 50,000 in 1 - 4 colours. Tt is 
essential that anyone interested should contact me immediately 
so that we can finalise a run of these containers. 


To assist this Association we have confirmed the 
appointment of Mrs. Bonnie “ilde as Association Secretary, 
this appoirtment to be ratified on the alteration of the 
Associatic.: rules at the next special meeting ich is 
intended >~ be held in conjunction with the Y. .4. Conference. 
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Further, we have added to the Executive and this 
action will also have to be ratified at the same 
Conference. 


While this action may not.be entirely correct 
from a procedural point of view, it is at least a 
practical way of overcoming the Secretarial and 
business management problems that we are running into.

This was examplified 
least year when, although ve were told exports were buoyant, 
large amounts of %.Z. Honey Marketing Authority honey was sold 
on the New Zealand market at very low prices. The result of 
this was that so as to be able to compete, N.Z. Honey Packers 
also had to stimulate sales with "specials" so as to maintain 
their market viability. Although it was moved that a Committee 
be set up to bring down a report with conditicns for export 
regulations, this matter did not get off the ground due 
primarily to the distance between our Executive members and the 
fact that cnly one written suggestion was submitted.

As mentioned in our last Bulletin our display, which 
was spear-headed by Robin Jansen,was a success winning a 
bronze medal and a certificate.

re: New Mileage Tax, 


I had good news today. The mileage tax we will pay 
on our heavy trucks will be less than we paid before. Not law 
' yet but I have reason to believe that our 6 ton truck will pay 
about $5. 00 per week less than before. Its mileage is about: 
125 miles per week and it has paid $8 - $9 per week (Diesel 
fuel tax and weight sticker) The new tax may be $5. 33 for 
mileage tax only. . 


Cur 3 ton truck has a larger mileage; 1000 miles 
per month, tut we will still pay less. It was $32. 11 per 
month and may be reduced to $18. 01. I will admit that I have 
spent a lot of time thinking up ways of reducing truck mileage 
and I trust that it has been a rewarding exercise, but I have 
Mat least learnt that; 1. A Honey producer should do his own 
carting and 2. Everything carried on Heavy Duty Trucks must 
be his own goods, carted for his own business. 


My view is that the new mileage tax is gcing to be 
really expensive on carriers, and so on those farmers who enploy 
carriers although paddock mileage by lime trucks may be 
exempt as before. 


It looks like a good season here, although 
Mid-Canterbury is mid to have had a crop failure.
